THE NEW HANDS. 


How They Live in the Shops—Stories by the 
Strikers. 

In response to an advertisement published 
during the first week of the strike, some men 
applied at the Missouri Pacific shops and were 
given employment. These men are still in 
the shops, and the men who gather on the 
crossings and watch the black smoke curling 
from the tall stacks and the white steam 


rising from the small pipes say they have 
never been outside the Building since the day 
they entered. There isa legend, too, among 
the crowds that haunt the crossings that the 
‘‘scabs,’’ as they call them, were found 
in box cars or taken from the 
tramps’ roost on the trucks of cars, 
and the legend goes on to say that these men 
are so much afraid of water that they have 
never washed their faces from the the time 
they first took shelter in the shops.

The men 
sleep in the shops, where beds are pro- 
vided, and their meals are sent in an express 
wagon from O'Neill's restaurant at Union De- 
pot. The wagon makes its appearance three 
times daily, and the victuals are well taken 
care of after they get under the roof of the 
shop. Some men in the crowd yesterday 
when they heard that O'Neill was supplying 
the meals, said: By +—, we'll have to puta 
stop to that;we'll have to see O’Neill.’’ O'Neill 
has not been seen yet, and the meals keep go- 
ing tothe shops. Only one ofthe new hands 
has yet been seen outside of 
the building and that is a little 
red-topped, hairy-faced fellow that ventures 
as far as the Summit avenue switches. lie 
can’t hold his head up’’ said a member of the 
crowd yesterday. hen this little fellow 
passes to and fro to do the _ switchin 
the crowd whistle dog calls at him and ye 
**tarrier.’’ He has the protection of the po- 
lice and specials, however, and as long as his 
limbs and head remain unbroken his feelings 
will not suffer much 7 
It is said there was good food for laughter in 
the sight presented inside the shops yesterday 
forenoon when the crowd made the rush to 


the shops. The men inside quickly got 
ossession of the information that 
e special offieers had fied’ from their 


posts, and they immediately became excited 
aud bewildered. They ran for their dear 
lives and the lastseen of some of them they 
were crawling under lumber piles and stowing 
themselves away in dark corners where they 
hoped to find concealment from the besieg- 
ers.

YESTERDAY’S resolutions indicate more 
plainly than words could say that the mer- 
chants and business men fail to recognize 
the justice of the grounds on which the 
strike was based. We believe that they 
are fair-minded and impartial men, and 
now if they will declare that they do not 
see why Jay GOULD should refuse to reoog- 
nize the Knight of Labor they may do 
something to restore business. 

THERE is only one day more for entries 
for the prize book lists, but at the rate at 
which the lists are now coming in, we be- 
lieve we shall have to issue several supple- 
ments to accommodate the competitors. 
When our published list yesterday reached 
No. 648, we had six hundred more lists 
on file, waiting room in our crowded col- 
umns, and to-day they are coming in as 
thick as snowflakes inastorm.

Now THATS show of moving freight 
trains has been made, it remains to be seen 
whether the management of the Gould 
system can do what it has claimed all 
mong that it could do, get a sufficient 
force of men to do the work which was 
done by the strikers, and operate its road 
without taking any notice of the Knights 
of Labor. It is only fair to presume that 
the 4,00 workmen who were drawing 
wages on March5 worked for their money, 
and their work cannot be done unless a 
very large force of men is engaged to take 
their places.

So much for one side of the question. 
But, on the other hand, if the Gould 
Southwestern system is again in full op- 
eration with 15,000 workmen sustaining its 
useful activity, nearly every one of these 
men will be Knights of Labor, and any 
question they may have to settle with the 
corporation will be presented by Knights 
of Labor, and will be listened to as com- 
ing from the Knights of Labor. The cor- 
poration will recognize the Knights of La- 
bor then. It will have no other alterna- 
tive. It will be compelled to recognize 
them. 

Public opinion will say six months 
hence: ‘‘If this railroad corporation can 
recognize the Knights of Labor now, why 
did it not do so six months ago when such 
recognition would have ended all trouble 
at once?” 7 

In like manner public opinion may say 
now; ‘‘If the railroad corporation will 
recognize the Knights of Labor six months 
hence, why should it not do so now!“ 
Since the end must comesooner or later, 
surely the sooner it comes the better.

SECRETARY LAMAR has decided against 
the claim of the Atlantic and Pacific to 
the land grant from San Buena ventura 
to San Francisco, and ordered the restor- 
ation of the whole 2,451,200 acres to the 
public domain. He is sorry for the in- 
nocent purchasers” of the mortgage 
bonds issued on this land by the rail- 
road, but he does not believe that the 
people’s land should be taken away 
from the owners merely because some 
corporation that had no legal right 
to it has mortgaged it for bor- 
rowed money. This plea for the inno- 
cent purchasers of the illegally issued 
stocks and bonds of the Pacific. railroads 
is the main reliance of those who oppose 
vigorous measures for the collection of 
the Pacific roads’ Government debt. It is 
also much relied on in New York just now 
to prevent the repeal of franchises wroug- 
fully obtained by wholesale bribery. It is 
about time to let the ‘‘caveat emptor’’ 
principle cut some figure in such 
cases. Every buyer of railroad stocks 
and securities should know by this 
time that they are tainted with illegality 
and fraud in so many instances that the 
purchaser must buy them at his own risk, 
and that he must not expect the public 
to condone and confirm a wrong against 
itself in order to make his bad investment 
good. And besides, the investors in such 
cases are not all innocent. Too often 
they are themselves the originators and 
engineers of the fraud. 


THE resolutions and proclamations of 

yesterday are full of censure against un- 

lawful acts, but the trouble with the pres- 

ent situation is that it is almost altogether 
the result of acts which are not unlawful. 
The strikers belong to an organization 
called the Knights of Labor and refuse 
to work unless the General Manager car- 
ries on his transactions with them through 
that organization. There is noth- 
ing unlawful in that. On the other 
hand, Gar Gobi refuses to engage 
any workmen except as  individ- 
uals, without noticing the organization 
called the Knights of Labor. There 
is nothing unlawful in that. But the re- 
sult of these perfectly lawful acts is that 
business is destroyed. It is true that some 
unlawful obstructions were put in the

SUING THE RECEIVER. 


Judge Caldwell’s Opinion of the Bill Au- 
‘ thorizing Action in State Courts. 
By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disr Arcen. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—In relation 
to his bill ‘‘To allow actions in State courts 
against railroad receivers’’ Congressman 
Glover has received a letter from Judge Cald- 
well of Arkansas in which he says: There is 
astanding order of the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of Ar- 
kansas allowing receivers of railroads ap- 
pointed by that Court to be sued in the State 
courts in the District for all money demands, 
without regard to the amount in controversy. 
* * * The rule is limited to actions in which 
the plaintiff asks fora judgment for money, 
and no interference with the property in the 
possession of the receiver is permitted. The 
final judgment of the State court is conclusive 
as to the amount of the debt or damages,“ and 
is audited and allowed as of course upon filing 


a transcript of the same in this court. In the 
last twenty years I have had to deal with a 
good many suits affecting railroads in which 
receivers were appointe and am familiar 
with the working of the old as well as the new 
rule on the subject. When the rule adopted 
in this district is not in force all claims against 
the receivers of a railroad are, in the first in- 
stance, referred to a master in chancery. 
Every lawyer is familiar with the delay and 
expense incident to the determination of rail- 
road cases referred to a master. Se- 
eral raiiroad receiverships have been admin- 
istered in this district under the new rule with 
the most satisfactory results. * * * In your 
letter ou state 8 bill is limited to 
cases where the debt or damages claimed 
does not exceed $1,000. Why this 
limitation? The State courts are quite 
as competent to t cases involving 
over $1, as the Federal courts? The cases 
do not usually involve any Federal ques- 
tion and, where they do, an appeal lies to 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
asin other cases. The effect of this limitation 
is to withhold from the jurisdiction of the 
State courts the very class of cases which it is 
most desirable should be tried in these courts, 
viz.: actions for personal injuries. I take it 
for granted there is nothing in the bill to pre- 
vent a court in its discretion from authorizing 
its receiver to be sued for any amount of 
money the plaintiff may claim; but I think the 
practice on this subject vught to be uniform in 
all the Federal courts, and it will not be, so 
long as it is left to the discretion of each court 
to prescribe its own rule.’’ 

In making the order above referred to (Dow 
vs. Memphis & Little Rock Railroad Company) 
Judge Caldwell said: ‘‘The general license 2 
sue the receiver is given because it is desirable 
that the right of the citizens to sue in the local 
State courts on the line of the road should 
be interfered with as little as possible. It 


is doubtiess convenient and a saving 
and protection to the railroad company and its 
mo bondholders to have the litigation 


grow out of the operation of along line of 
railroad, concentrated ina single ceurt,and on 
the equity side of that court, where justice is 
administered without the intervention of a 
ery. But in proportion as the railroad and 
ts bondholders profit by such an arrangement, 
the citizen dealing with the receiver is sub- 
jected to inconvenience and expense, and is

Death of the Originator of the Patent In- 
side for Newspapers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcu. 

NEW Tonk, March 25.—Mr. A. N. Kellogg, 
the originator of the system of auxiliary 
printing for country newspapers (patent in- 
sides), died at Tompkinsville, Ga,, on Tues- 
day. He was born in 18%, and graduated from 
Columbia College in 1852. In 1861 he was pub- 
lishing the Barraboo (Wis.) Republic, a week- 
ly. His assistant enlisted one day and went 
away to the war. Mr. Kellogg found, as the day 
of issue approached, that he could not alone 
have the paper ready for press. An inspira- 
tion came to him. He sent to the Daily Journal 


of Madison an order for half-sheet supple- 


ments to fold in with his own halt sheets. 
They came, and as he folded them another 
thought came also. If the two half-sheets 
were together as a whole sheet, the paper 
would be just as readable as though it had all 
been printed in his office and the cost would 
be far less. His next order to the Daily Journal 
was for war news, printed on one side of a 
full sheet instead of on both sides of a half- 
sheet. his office at Barraboo, Mr. Kellog 
filed up with his own news the blank 
side of the sheet stru off 
in Madison. On July 10, 1861, he issued the 
first auxiliary paper. He continued to print 
in this way until 1865, and the Daily Journal 
continued to increase the number of {ts outside 
customers until it oo nee thirty country 
reas it had ny way Mr. Kellogg. In

person and property on which the Govern- 
ment is founded.

GOULD’S ULTIMATUM. 


The Railroad Magnate Declares That fhere 
Can Be No Compromise. 

NEw YORK, March 25.—The Tribune pub- 
lished this morning the following interview 
with Jay Gould on the bubject of the strike: 

Mr. Gould said. There can be no compro- 
mise in this case, and, so far as I know, there 
has been no attempt toward one on either 
side. There is no room for a compromise, for 
the strikers have confessed in effect that they 
have no grievances against our company. I 


am bound to fight this question to the bitter 
end for this very reason. The position is a 
simple one. If we had interfered with the 
management of the Texas & Pacific we should 
have been in contempt of the United States 
Court, which has charge of that road. The 
men on our own lines have made no 
complaint against us, but by strik- 
ing try to enforce the demands of strikers on 
another road notunder our control. There 
can be no compromise of such a strike. I 
have asked the opinion of Judge Dillon a» to 
our legal rights under such circumstances, 
and his decision is that itis our duty, not 
alone our right, to prevent the interruption of 
the business of e road by all legal means. 
He — 4 that the eompany has a clear legal 
remedy against the members of the Knights 
of Labor organization in suits for damages, 
and we 3 — to test this question in the 
courts. We shall sue members of the organ- 
ization, and in fact the papers in the case 
now are being prepared in accordance with 
Judge Dillon’s opinion. We purpose to re- 
cover damages from every member of the 
association who has any property. A 
great many employes of the Missouri Pacific, 
especially mechanics and engineers, have 
homes which they. have bought out of 
their savings. Some of the men are worth 
515,000 or 5 „000 apiece. They are responsible 
to us for the losses we have suffered if they 
belong to the Knights of Labor. We will show 
them that we intend to enforce all our legal 
rights. And we shal! bring suits ust mem- 
bers of the order who have property on other 
lines of railroads and in other States. We 
shall attempt to recover damages from every 
member who has oon that we can attach. 
It is time that these things should be settled, 
and this is a favorable opportunity. I propose 
to fight it out on this line. 

** THERE I8 ANOTHER FEATURE OF THE CASE, 
and that is that every sbipper and manufact- 
urer, and in fact every person who has suf- 
fered loss by this strike, has the same legal 
redress as the railroad company has.’’ 

Mr. Gould said thatthe position taken by 
Vice-President Hoxie in regard tothe strike 
had been fully approved by the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The success of this strike, he said, would 
unsettle confidence — HY wag the world, 
and these workmen would be the first to feel 
its disastrous consequences. He had no news, 
he said, which would lead him to suppose that 
the etrike would extend to the East, and inti- 
mated that he might ask for injunctions re- 
straining working Knights of Labor from con- 
tributing to the gees of those on a strike. 

Mr. Gould then showed correspondence be- 
tween himself, as President of the Missouri 
Pacific Company, and Dillon and Swayne, its 
solicitors. Mr. Gould writes under date of the 
Wade inst., setting forth the blockade of the 
road by strikers, and asking what the legal 
wi oe of the @ompany are, and particularly 
whether the strikers are liable to the company 
for damages. The attorneys reply as follows: 

Jour letter states a case of illegal conspir- 
acy and combination against the company, 
accompanied with violence and force, pre- 
venting it from discharging its public duties 
and inflicting upon it and the community 
serious pecuniary damages.
